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REPORTS. 



BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

CENTRAL COLLEGE. 

We have had before us the catalogue of Central College ; also, 
statements from Dr. Hammond, the president. From these sources 
of information we learn the following facts concerning our central 
institution of learning: 

The catalogue shows an enrollment of 172 students the past 
year. While it is gratifying to the Board to know of this increased 
patronage, yet we feel that this showing is by no means what it 
ought to be, especially, when we remember that there are nearly 
one hundred thousand Methodists of our own denomination in the 
state. 

The money value placed on the property of the College is 
$80,000, with an endowment of $110,000, and a prospect of hav- 
ing in hand, soon, $10,000 additional by the will of Judge Holmes, 
deceased. 

We are gratified to learn that Dr. Hammond has met with a 
measure of success in raising funds for the erection of the new 
buildings. This project for the erection of new and commodious 
buildings, in addition to those already upon the grounds, is a 
matter of much importance and ought to elicit the deep concern 
of every lover of liberal education among us ; and we very much 
hope that those having this matter in hand, will, in the near future, 
see their way clear to begin the work of building. The prestige 
and influence of our schools and colleges depend largely upon the 
fact that we have building, and facilities that compare favorably 
with other institutions of like grade. 

We are glad further to know that the present term has opened 
with such good prospects, and that the students are of a more 
advanced grade, and that among them there are more than twenty 
young men preparing for the ministry of the Church. 

We concur with the Missouri and St. Louis Conferences, and 
the Board of Curators, in their request for a financial agent ; 
also, that a visiting committee be appointed. 

We most heartily commend Central College to the confidence 
and patronage of our people.

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CENTRAL FEMALE COLLEGE. 



Your committee does not realize any need of entering upon 
any detailed statement of the history of this excellent institution. 
The good fruits which have been borne are her highest commen- 
dation ; and we are happy to say that the present surroundings and 
prospects are as hopeful and promising as those of the brightest 
days of the past. 

The transfer of the presidency from Professor lverdolff to 
Professor A. A. Jones, was not attended with any detrimental 
effects. All of the then existing interests of the College have been 
fully sustained under the present administration. The cordial re- 
lations existing between the Curators and faculty present a condi- 
tion much to be desired. The selections made by the president 
seem to give entire satisfaction. 

Additions have been made to the furniture. The building has 
been repaired. The grounds have received additional adornment, 
and the consummation of an earnest desire is bein% realized in 
the completion of the fourth story of the main building. 

President Jones has leased the College grounds, with all they 
contain, for the period of three years, with the privilege of ex- 
tending the time, if agreeable, with the proper authorities. He 
has also let a $1,200 contract to Kansas City plumbers to arrange 
and construct a complete system of water- works, by which to con- 
vey warm water to all parts of the building, bath-rooms, and water- 
closets, with an excellent system of sewerage. 

In compliance with the wishes of the Curators, we recom- 
mend the appointment of J. O. Conner, W. B. Palmore, and W. 
B. McFarland, to fill vacancies in the Board ; said vacancies oc- 
curring by limitation of time. 

We also recommend that Bishop Key lie requested to appoint 
a visiting committee.

SCARRITT COLLEGIATE INSTITUTE. 

The Board of Education has had before it the report of Cura- 
tors of Scarritt Collegiate Institute. We do greatly rejoice at the 
growing popularity and success of this institution, which we re- 
gard so necessary to Southern Methodism in the great Southwest. 
We believe it has a work to do absolutely essential to the proper 
care and culture of the youth of our Church and the communi- 
ties in which we may have influence, and in no wise conflicting 
with any other institution in our connection. 

We learn from the report of Curators, that the school opened 
with 120 pupils, and ■ has increased to 100, with a fair prospect 
of reaching 200 and more. The embarrassment, incident to this 
increase, for want of room, and greater facilities for the proper 
instruction of these pupils, appeals loudly to the generosity and 
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pride of our great Churcb, and we earnestly commend the need 
to the consideration of the Conference, and recommend some ac- 
tion by which relief may be obtained, and provision made for the 
immediate need of the school. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. C. C. Woods, D.D., 
as president and financial agent of this Institute; and of W. J. 
Catron and W. G. Wills, as Curators, to fill vacancies occasioned 
by the death of Dr. Scarritt, and the resignation of J. M. Sher- 
wood, Esq. ; also, the appointment of a visiting committee, who 
will visit and report to the Conference their observations.

MINISTERIAL AID SOCIETY. 

We recognize the importance of aiding young men who are 
preparing for the ministry, and as we have no regular fund for 
this purpose, we suggest that this Conference now form a society, 
according to the following articles : 
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Article 1. This society shall be known as the “Ministerial 
Aid Society” of the Southwest Missouri Conference. 

Art. 2. The object of this society shall be to assist young 
men attending our own schools in the state who are preparing 
for active ministry and pastorate of our Church. 

Art. 3. The business of the society shall be vested in a 
committee of directors, five in number, who shall hold their oltices 
for four years, and submit an itemized report to the Conference 
each year. 

Art. 4. The officers of this society shall be a chairman, 
secretary and treasurer. Two members of the society shall be 
laymen. 

Art. 5. Any vacancies occurring in the society may be filled 
in the interim of the Conference, by the remaining members of 
the same, which appointment shall be subject to the approval of 
the Conference. 

Art. 6. Any person paying into the treasury of this society 
the sum of $5, shall be a member for one year; and any person 
paying $50, shall be a life-member; and any person paying $1, 
shall be an honorary member. 

Art. 7. Any and all parties aided by this society must be 
recommended by the preacher in charge of circuit or station from 
which he came, and the president of the school where he is to 
receive instruction. 

Art. 8. All aid given by this society shall be either by loan 
or donation, as may be agreed upon by the committee of directors.

BIBLE CAUSE. 

Your committee on the Bible Cause respectfully submit the 
following report: 

The American Bible Society has been, for more than seventy 
years, one of the great evangelizing agencies of the world. It 
has poured forth a continuous stream of Bibles into our own and 
other nations. Just completing its fourth re-supply, it has fur- 
nished, through its agencies, 478,804 destitute families, and 299,- 
058 destitute individuals with the Holy Bible. 

Even a greater work is now undertaken — a Bible for every 
child in the Sunday Schools who can read. Supplying Sunday 
Schools, w r here the children are poor, with Bibles at one-half the 
cost of publishing. This work commends itself to every Chris- 
tian man and woman. It can not be successfully done without 
the co-operation of Pastors and Sunday School Superintendents. 
Will we, brethren, do our part in this great work? Will the Pastors 
of the great Southwest Missouri Conference assist in sending a 
copy of the Bible to every child? 

This Society has expended in its work in this state, in the 
fourteen years just passed, $75,000, and has received in return 
less than $5,000. We have been missionary ground long enough — 
we ought to become self-supporting. We therefore recommend 
and urge that each pastor in this Conference take a collection in 
each congregation, during the month of December, for the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, and remit to Dr. J. W. Lewis.

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BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

The Board of Missions respectfully state that we have received 
a communication from Dr. I. G. John, Secretary of the Parent 
Board, which has given us satisfacto^ information concerning the 
plans of the General Board, and the progress of the work under 
its charge. The results in all their fields of operation are very 
gratifying indeed, calling for devout thankfulness to God, and more 
liberal contributions on the part of the Church for still greater 
extension of the work. 

In his communication to our Conference, Dr. I. G. John, 
Corresponding Secretary of the Parent Board of Missions, says : 
“During the past four years our debt of over $100,000 has been 
reduced to about $14,000; and our collections increased from 
$101,495.88 to $270,122.24. Our work has been greatly enlarged, 
and prospered in every mission field. In view of the evident fact 
that God is blessing our foreign missions, our late General Con- 
ference declared that we must 4 go forward in the work God has 
evidently given us to do, or suffer irreparable loss.’ It recom- 
mended the vigorous re-enforcement of every mission, and a de- 
cided increase of the annual assessments. In response to these 
recommendations the Board enlarged its appropriations to about 
$320,000, and its assessments on the Conferences to $350,000. 
It now rests with the Church to sustain these advance movements.” 

The General Conference also made some changes in the Book 
of Discipline, which were designed to increase the efficiency of our 
missionary operations. 

After calling our attention to the importance of a strict ob- 
servance of the Disciplinary regulations in regard to anniversary 
meetings, collections, etc., the Secretary continues: “ The Consti- 
tution now provides that the revenue of the General Board shall 
be derived not only from the congregation but the Sunday School. 
If the 800,000 Sunday School children of our Church can be en- 
tered into our mission work, we will soon be able to double our 
missionary force. We desire again to to urge the importance of 
early collections. This will greatly insure full collections. Again, 
early collections will enable the Board to meet its current expenses 
without going into bank. The interest this will save will sustain 
two new missionaries in the field.” 

On the recommendations of the Secreta^, our Board fully 
agree and promise our most earnest efforts to carry them out. 

The order for the delivery of a sermon on the cause of mis- 
sions in the several Presiding Elders’ Districts, was faithfully ex- 
ecuted, and much good accomplished. This order will be observed 
at the District Conferences the ensuing year. 

The whole amount of assessments upon the Church for Foreign 
Missions the present year is $350,000. Of this sum, the assess- 
ment falling upon the Southwest Missouri Conference is $10,000. 
Last year it was $G,000. This is an increase in the assessment of 
forty-seven per cent ! Whilst this is the per cent of increase upon 
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our Conference, the per cent of increase on all other Annual Con- 
ferences is about sixteen per cent. 

This is an error arising from a want of proper information 
on the part of the Parent Board, which need not be explained 
here. We must do the best we can to raise the entire amount. 
This sum has been assessed upon the several Districts, as follows:

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COMMITTEE ON MEMOIRS. 

.JOHN THOMPSON PEERY. 

John Thompson Peery was born in Taswell county, Virginia, 
February 18, 1817, and was “born again” and joined the Metho- 
dist Church, in the same county, in 1834. In 1835, he moved, 
with his parents, George and Jane Peery, to Grundy county, Mis- 
souri, settling near where Auburn now is. Here he was licensed 
to preach by Andrew Monroe, March 25, 1837. Eighteen months 
were then given to preparation for his life-work, in reading, preach- 
ing and teaching. He was admitted on trial by the Missouri Con- 
ference, September, 1838, and sent as junior preacher to Cape Gi- 
rardeau Circuit. His next appointment was Meramac Circuit. 

In 1840 he was ordained deacon, and appointed to Nodaway 
Circuit ; 1841, Weston ; 1842 ordained elder, and sent to Plattsburg ; 
1845, Indian Mission District, three years; 1846, Tahlequah Mis- 
sion, two years; 1848, Wyandotte Mission; 1849, Manual Labor 
School; 1850, transferred to St. Louis Conference and appointed 
to Lexington District, which he served three } r ears. In 1853 he 
took a superannuated relation, in which he was continued three 
years. 1856, Independence; Kansas City first appears on the 
minutes in 1857, and Bro. Peery was the pastor this and the fol- 
lowing year. 1859, superannuated again. I860, transferred to 
Kansas Conference and stationed at Leavenworth. The years 
following he did what he could. In 1864 he is again in the St. 
Louis Conference in a superannuated relation, which was con- 
tinued four years. In 1868 he was appointed to Kansas City Cir- 
cuit, which he served four years. 1872, Lee’s Summit Circuit; 
1873, Nevada District, three years; 1876, transferred to North- 
west Texas Conference ; 1878, back to Southwest Missouri Confer- 
ence, and stationed at Versailles; 1879, Mt. Carmel and Miami, 
two years; 1881, Windsor Station; 1882, superannuated, in which 
relation he was continued till June 5, 1890, when his work and 
suffering were completed, and he was translated to “ the Church 
of the First Born, above.” 

Brother Peery was twice married, first to the widow of Rev. 
Wm. Johnson, nee Mary Chick, in 1844 ; the marriage being the 
first that ever occurred in the territory of Kansas City. Novem- 
ber 22, 1872, Sister Peery finished her work and entered into rest. 
His second marriage was to Miss Kate Thornton, April 13, 1876, 
whom, with three children, he has left to our care. Bro. Peery 
was twice a member of the General Conference — those of 1858 
and 1866 — and was elected president of his Conference (Southwest 
Missouri) at Neosho in 1875. 

“Is there anything against J. T. Peerv?” was asked fifty- 
one times in the Annual Conference, and fifty-one times the re- 
sponse was, “Nothing.” He was one of the truest, purest and 
best of men, a good preacher and a safe counselor. He was af- 
flicted with heart disease, and for several years before his death, 
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was a great sufferer. lie reluctantly yielded to the request of 
his Conference and preached a Semi-Centennial sermon at the 
session in Nevada, in 1888. This, his last sermon, was published. 

He had ample time to “ set his house in order,” which he 
carefully and prayerfully did ; so when the linal summons came, 
he was ready and entered into the joy of his Lord. 

lie w as the senior member of our Conference, and has left 
us the legacy of a good name, the reward of a well spent life.

NATHAN SCARRITT. 

Nathan Scarritt was born April 14, 1821, in Edwardsville, Illi- 
nois. II e was the seventh of twelve children, and worked on his 
father’s farm until he was sixteen years of age. At that time he 
entered McKendree College, Lebanon, Illinois. During his first 
year at college, he paid a considerable portion of the expenses by 
working between study hours. He was graduated from this insti- 
tution in 1842. In 1845 he moved to Fayette, Missouri, where he 
joined with Prof. William T. Lucky in establishing a liigh-school, 
out of which have grown Central College and Howard Female Col- 
lege. In 1846 he was licensed to preach, and joined the Missouri 
Conference, but for tw'o years his appointment w T as to Howard High 
School. 

In 1848 he was placed in charge of the classical department 
Shawnee Manual Labor School, where he remained for three years. 
On the tweuty-ninth of April, 1850, he was married to Miss M. M. 
Chick, who became the mother of nine children, six of whom are 
still living. She died July 20, 1873. In the fall of 1851 he was 
appointed missionary to the Shawmee, Delaware and Wyandotte In- 
dians. During this year the health of Rev. F. A. Morris, who was 
stationed at Lexington, Mo., failed, and Brother Scarritt w r as placed 
in charge of that w r ork the balance of the year. In 1852 he was 
appointed to Kansas City and Westport. In 1853 he was appointed 
to Kansas City, being the first pastor of the Fifth Street Church. 
In 1854-55 he w r as Principal of the Westport High School. Then 
he was transferred by Bishop Early, to Kansas Mission Conference 
and appointed Presiding Elder of Kickapoo District. While on 
this District he was elected Professor and President pro tern of Cen- 
tral College. In 1858-51) he was appointed to the Shawnee reserve, 
and for the next two years he was Presiding Elder of the Lecomp- 
ton District. In October, 1854, he was married to Mrs. Ruth E. 
Scarritt, the widow' of his brother, Isaac. In 1876 he located. Af- 
ter his location he served, as supply, the Washington Street (1880), 
the Lydia Avenue (1881), the Campbell Street (1883), and the 
Melrose Churches (1888-8!)), all in Kansas City, Mo. He w'as 
several times a member of the General Conference. In 1858 he 
represented the Kansas Mission Conference, and in 1886 and 1890, 
he represented the Southwest Missouri Conference. While attend- 
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ing the last General Conference, at St. Louis, Mo., he was taken 
sick and compelled to return home, where, after two days, he died 

in great peace. 

Brother Scarritt was a man of deep piety, of more than ordi- 
nary ability. A strong and forcible preacher, a wise and safe coun- 
selor, a clear-headed and far-sighted man of business. He was 
liberal, and his large gifts w^ere wisely bestowed. The Church has 
sustained a great loss in his departure. We believe that a more 
extended biography of our sainted brother would serve a good 
purpose in the Sunday School, and therefore recommend that Bishop 
Hendrix be requested to prepare a suitable biography of Rev. N. 
Scarritt, in book form, suitable for the Sunday School library, and 
that he be requested to incorporate such incidents and historical 
narratives as he may be able to obtain of his missionary labors 
among the several Indian tribes, contiguous to this Conference, and 
also, a short history of the Kansas Conference, of which he was 
for several years a member. R. A. Holloway. 



JAMES C. DAILY. 



James C. Daily was born in Green county, Tennessee, Sep- 
tember 1, 1825. In September, 1842, when seventeen years old, 
under the ministry of John S. Crisman, at Staley’s Creek camp- 
ground, in Virginia, he was converted and joined the M. E. Church. 
In the same state he was licensed to exhort in 1846, and licensed 
to preach in Kentucky, in 1854. 

In 1871, at Van Buren, he was admitted on trial in the Ar- 
kansas Conference and sent to Bentonville Circuit, which he served 
two years. He was received into full connection in the Conference 
in 1873, and at the same session located. In 1875 he was re-ad- 
mitted into the Indian Mission Conference and appointed to Fort 
Gibson and Tallequah, which he had supplied the year before. In 
1876 he located again, moved to Sedalia, Missouri, and was em- 
ployed by the Presiding Elder, Milton Adkisson, to supply Warrens- 
burg Station. He was re-admitted into the Southwest Missouri Con- 
ference in 1877, and sent to Chapel Hill Circuit. 1878, Pleasant 
Hill; 1879, Harrisonville, two years; 1881, Miami and Mt. Carmel, 
two years; 1885, Cambridge; 1884. Montrose; 1885, Lebanon 
District, two years; 1887, Windsor Station; 1888, superannuated 
and moved to Denison, Texas, where he died, December 3, 1889. 

Bro. Daily, though a local preacher the most of his life, was a 
practical itinerant. Born in Tennessee, converted in Virginia, li- 
censed to preach in Kentucky, joined the Conference in Arkansas, 
traveled in Indian Territory and Missouri, and died in Texas. 

A coincident worthy of note is, all of these godly men — Peery, 
Godbey and Daily — finished their effective labors in Windsor Sta- 
tion. Two of them were sevety-three and the other sixty-four 
years, aggregating two hundred and ten years. The added years 
of their ministry make one hundred and thirty-five.

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JOSIAH GODBEY. 

Rev. Josiah Godbey was born June 30, 1817, and died April 
20, 1890. Between the above dates was lived a quiet, contented, 
industrious, happy, useful, successful life of seventy-three years, 
less one month and ten days. 

Bro. Godbey was converted and joined the M. E. Church, Sep- 
tember 7, 1833, licensed to exhort in 1840, and to preach March, 
1841. He joined the Kentucky Conference in October of the same 
3 ^ear, was ordained deacon in 1843, and elder in 1845. He traveled 
eight years in Kentucky, serving the following charges: Albany, 
Maxville, Burkville, Summerset and Perryville Circuits ; one year 
each on the first and second, and two years each on the other three. 
He was superannuated in 1846, and on the supernumerary list in 
1847-48. In 1852 he located, moved to Missouri, and bought him a 
home in Cooper county, He served as a supply that year on Boon- 
ville Station. In 1853, re-entered the itinerant ranks in the St. 
Louis Conference, since which he has served the following charges: 
Bell Air, nine years ; Georgetown, four ; Sedalia, four ; Longwood, 
two ; and Arrow Rock, Marshall and Windsor, one each. He was 
presiding elder of the Boonville District in 18(54-65. 

Bro. Godbey was married to Miss Senah Kelley, October 27, 
1836, who died in 1888. He married a second time in 1889. Four 
of his sons and one son-in-law have been itinerant preachers in Mis- 
souri. One, Rev. J. E. Godbey, D.D., is now a member of this 
Conference, and another. Rev. S. M. Godbey, A.M., is a member 
of the Pacific Conference, editor of the Pacific Methodist, and a 
professor in Pacific College. Bro. Godbey preached the gospel 
forty-nine years and one month. For several years he has been on 
the superannuated list, but preached frequently. His last message 
was delivered in Otterville, where he lived, and where he had 
preached so often, April 13, 1890. On the next Sabbath he entered 
into rest. W. S. Woodard.

Rev. J. H. Todd was born in Christian county, Kentucky, April 
19, 1865. He was converted at Shady Grove, Kentucky, at the age 
of tweve or thirteen years. He was educated at Greenville Col- 
lege for Young Men. He was licensed to preach by the Quarterly 
Conference of Shady Grove Circuit, Princeton District, Louisville 
Conference, January 6, 1883. 

In the summer of 1884, he came out west and served as junior 
preacher with Rev. J. W. Faubion on the Howard City Circuit, 
Western Conference, until the meeting of the Annual Conference 
at Council Grove, Kansas, Bishop Parker presiding. At this Con- 
ference he was admitted on trial into the traveling connection and 
appointed to the Holton Circuit. At the Conference of 1885, he 
was appointed to Nebraska City Station. In 1886 he was trans- 
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ferred to the Missouri Conference and stationed at Centenary 
Church in St. Joseph, Missouri. On the thirtieth of December of 
this year he was married to Mrs. B. Thompson, who died in less 
than a year afterward. In 1887, Bro. Todd was transferred by 
Bishop Hendrix to this Conference, and stationed at Carthage, 
where he remained for two years. On the fourth of April, 1889, 
he was married to Miss Fannie Catron. 

On the twenty-fourth of August he was taken with typhoid 
fever, and was still very sick when Conference met in Marshall, on 
the twenty-eighth of September. Bishop Granbery appointed him 
to Pierce City Station, but his work was done, and on the tenth of 
October, the Master called him from labor to reward. 

Bro. Todd was a man of great promise — a hard student, a good 
preacher, and in every way a man of more than ordinary ability. 
In the midst of a promising and useful life the summons came and 
he entered into rest. 

Life’s labor done, as sinks the clay, 

Light from its load the spirit flies; 

While heaven and earth combine to say — 

How blest the righteous when he dies!

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CONSTITUTIONS. 

CONSTITUTION OF BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Article 1. This organization shall be known as the Board of 
Church Extension of the Southwest Missouri Annual Conference ; 
auxiliary to the Parent Board of Church Extension of the M. E. 
Church, South. 

Art. 2. The members of this Board shall be a President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer, and eight managers, to 
be elected quadrennially by the Annual Conference. The officers 
shall be elected by the Board. The President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer shall constitute an Executive Committee. 

Art. 3, The funds of the Board shall be derived from col- 
lections taken up in every congregation annually ; and of the funds 
thus collected, or in any other way coming into the treasury of this 
Board, fifty per cent shall be turned over to the General Board, but 
devisers may give special directions to their contributions. 

Art. 4. This Board shall hold a regular meeting on the first 
day of Conference, at 2:30 p. m., at each session of the Annual 
Conference, to receive reports and communications, make arrange- 
ments for anniversary exercises, and transact all other business per- 
taining to it; which shall be done under the following order: — 

1. Are there any vacancies in this Board? 

2. Are there any communications? 

3. Are there any reports? 

4. What arrangements shall be made for the anniversary ex- 
ercises ? 

5. How is the amount assessed upon the Annual Conference 
apportioned among the Presiding Elders’ Districts? 

6. What instructions are given to the District Stewards? 

Art. 5. All applications for aid shall be set forth — 

1. A description of the church building for which aid is asked. 

2. The estimated and probable cost when completed. 

3. The amount of cash and reliable subscription now on hand. 

4. The nature of the title, its validity, whether held in trust 

for the M. E. Church, South. 

5. The names of the Board of Trustees. 

6. The number of Church members, Sunday School children, 
and population of the place, if within a town or city. 

7. Any additional facts that may be required by the Board of 
Executive Committee. 
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Art. 6. The duties of the officers shall be such as usually 
appertain to such officers in similar bodies. 

In no case shall the Treasurer pay money to aid any church 
building until ordered so to do by the Executive Committee ; and 
in no case shall the Executive Committee make an order for such 
payment until furnished with a written certificate from the re- 
corder of deeds for the county in which the building is being 
erected, showing that a warranty deed, conveying the title of the 
church property in fee-simple to the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, is on record; and also a written certificate from the trus- 
tees of such church building, assuring the Executive Committee 
that the amount asked for from this Board will open the house 
for use free of debt. 

Art. 7. The Board shall have authority, at any regular meet- 
ing, to determine what amount of money may be devoted to each 
applicant ; provided no money shall be appropriated for other pur- 
poses than the purchase of lots and erection of churches ; and pro- 
vided further, that the Board shall not involve itself in debt. 

Art. 8 . The Executive Committee shall execute all orders 
of the Board; and in the interim of the regular meetings of the 
Board, may receive applications for aid, and determine the same 
under the rules governing the Board. 

The Secretary shall record in a book all the proceedings of 
the Board ; and shall have his record book present at each meet- 
ing of the Board and Executive Committee. 

Art. 9. A majority of the Board shall constitute a quorum 
to do business. 

Vacancies shall be filled by nomination by the Board and 
election by the Conference. 

Art. 10. The President shall keep in his office plans of 
churches, and give information on all subjects pertaining to church 
buildings, when sought. 

The Secretary shall be specially charged with the care of 
the annual collections, and shall give information on Church Ex- 
tension to the preachers by circular, and such other means as he 
may deem proper. 

Art. 11. The Constitution may be altered or amended at 
any regular meeting by a two-thirds vote of the members present 
and voting. 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Article 1. This Board shall be known as the Board of Mis- 
sions of the Southwest Missouri Conference, and shall be of force 
and operation during the present General Conference quadrennial. 

Art. 2. The Board shall be composed of one minister and one 
layman from each Presiding Elder’s District ; four of whom shall 
fill the offices of President, Vice-President, Secretary, and Treas- 
urer ; the remaining members shall be Managers of the Board. 

Art. 3. The officers of the Board shall be elected at the 
first meeting. 

Art. 4. All members of the Board shall hold membership 
four years, and in case of a vacancy it shall be filled by the Board, 
subject to confirmation by the Conference. 

Art. 5. The President, and in his absence, the Vice-Presi- 
dent, shall preside at all meetings of the Board ; at which three 
officers and four members shall constitute a quorum. He shall sign 
all drafts drawn upon the treasury by order of the Board, and de- 
cide all questions of law arising in the operations of the Board, 
subject to appeal to the President of the Conference. 

Art. 6 . The Secretary shall keep a full and complete record 
of the proceedings of the Board ; issue all drafts ordered by it, 
and make an annual report to the Board, in such form as may be 
read at the anniversary meeting, embracing the names of the mis- 
sions, amount of money appropriated to each one, and the general 
statistics. He shall send a copy of this report to the Secretaries of 
the Parent Board of Missions. 

Art. 7. The Treasurer shall have charge of all the funds 
and property of the Board, and shall make a full report annually to 
the Board of all his receipts and disbursements. He shall receive 
all funds coming to the Conference for the Parent Board of Mis- 
sions, and transmit the same to the Treasurer thereof. 

Art. 8. The Board shall meet annually, on the first day 
of the Conference session, at 3 p. m., and proceed with business 
as follows: 

1. Are there any vacancies in the Board? 

2. What are the reports from Missions? 

3. Have last year’s appropriations been paid? 

4. What arrangements shall be made for anniversary meeting? 

5. What is the apportionment to this Conference for the gen- 
eral w T ork, and how' is it divided? 

6. What amount is necessary for our missions, and how is it 
apportioned ? 

7. What amount of funds is in the treasury? 

8. What appropriations shall be made this year? 
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9. What report shall now be made to Conference? 

10. What other business? 

At this time the Board shall arrange for holding anniversary 
meetings within the several Presiding Elders’ Districts in the inter- 
est of Foreign Missions, and to disseminate missionary intelligence. 

Art. 10. All appropriations of money shall be made to the 
missions designated, and held b}^ the Treasurer of the Board, or 
Presiding Elder of the District, and shall be paid quarterly with the 
receipts at each quarterly meeting. 

Art. 10, The Board shall not make any appropriation for re- 
lief to preachers who have not received their full allowance. Nor 
shall the Board pass upon an}^ losses of moneys collected for mis- 
sions, but shall report all such cases to the Conference for set- 
tlement. 

Art. 11. The President, Secretary, and Treasurer, shall be 
an Executive Committee to make provision for anniversary mis- 
sionary meetings at all our District Conferences.
